cer in command the troops thus 
located responded to application for as- 
sistance by the person having in charge the 
examination of certificates of members of 
the Legislature, and who claimed that he 
was being overborne in the discharge of 
such functions and needed help. This mis- 
take was rectified as soon as it came to the 
knowledge of Gen. Ruczr, and the soldiers 
withdrawn, in accordance with the policy, 
which has been adhered to throughout, with 
this exception, of restricting the use of the 
troops to the preservation of peace alone. 
— 


An address to the people of the United 
States from the Northern Democrats who 
went to New Orleans to superintend the 
canvass of the votes is furnished to the 
country this morning by telegraph.

about by an abuse of law and a perversion of 
facts. Tuese eminently disinterested and 
wholly non-partisan spectators and co-work- 
ers have decided the whole question—haye 
decided that the Puvxsron atrocity was an 
affair of mere lawlessness,” and had 
no connection with politics”; that 
there was evidence of intimidation and 
violence on both sides, but not of such 
a character as to affect the general result.” 
All of which by no means settles the ques- 
tion. There remain to be heard from the 
Northern Republicans who are equally con- 
versant with all the facts and figures, and 
finally the Returning Board, which is by law 
constituted the sole judge of the question 
whether the evidence of intimidation, vio- 
lence, and fraud is of such a character as 
to affect the general result.” 


THE ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE VOTE OF 
SOUTH CAROLINA. 
Persons at the North, in making up opin- 
ions as to political matters at the South, 
make a serious mistake in forming judgments 
from a Northern view of the subject. Thus 
at the North we have no such thing in poli- 
ties as the intimidation of voters by force, 
violence, or murder. The man at the North 
who would commit personal violence upon a 
voter to compel him and others to vote a 
particular ticket, or not to vote, would be- 
come in popular estimation a criminal of the 
meanest dye, and would receive prompt jus- 
tice and heavy punishment. There are no 
laws at the North applicable to such a condi. 
tion of affairs; our laws do not admit that 
the people of any State, county, town, or 
precinct will ever be intimidated or coerced 
in their political action by force, by armed 
violence, by murders, assassinations, whip 
pings, or by firing their homes, or cruelties 
and barbarities on women and children. 
At the South, however, these crimes are 
common—they are general; and wherever the 
negro vote is large, or in the majority, 
and an attempt is made to enforce it, this 
business is as much part of the regular elec- 
tioneering campaign as are mas@neetings 
and stump-speeches at the North. Conse. 
quently, at the South, the laws take cogniz- 
ance of these violations of the right of suf- 
frage and of free elections, and the laws of 
the three States, whose elections are in con- 
troversy, have created a tribunal in each 
State, armed with authority, upon proof that 
such violence or fraud has defeated & fair 
election in any precinct, to defeat the fraud 
by rejecting the returns from such precinct. 
This power was an absolute necessity ; it is 
the only means by which elections can be 
protected, because it defeats’ the party practic- 
ing the violence or fraud from profiting by 
the crime. Hence the existence in Florida, 
Louisiana, and South Carolina of Canvassing 
Boards clothed with supreme, exclusive, and 


Democrats, while those two counties are not 
represented in the other House organized by 
the 
The Board of Canvassers deny the juris- 
diction of the Supreme Court to control or 
direct them in the performance of their du- 
ties. That the Court has played the part of 
is evident on the face of the whole 
proceedings, and they have shown a willing 


the Republican State of South Carolina for 
Tub. When the order directing the 
Board of Canvassers to the re- 
turns as received and declare the result was 
applied for, it was expected by the Demo- 
crates that the returns would not only elect 
Hampton, but also elect several of the In- 
pen Electors; but the returns did not so 
count up. Including ‘even Edgefield and 
Laurens Cour .ies, there was a clear majority 
for Hayes and Cuamerriam, and the con- 
spiracy between the two partisan Judges of 
the Supreme Court and the Democratic 
leaders failed. The scheme included the 
election of a Democratic Legislature, but 
this failed by reason of the Board taking ac- 
tion and adjourning before the order of 
the Court reached them. In 1872 
Judge Donn, of New Orleans, issued 
certain orders declaring who was elected in 
that State, and, under those orders, Kzi10ace 
and his Government was declared the Gov- 
ernment ef Louisiana. Ever since that time 
the Democrats have been denouncing Du- 
rellism,—the interference of the courts with 
the action of the State Board of Canvassers, 
—and they so perseveringly threatened im- 
peachment that Durex at last resigned. 
Now we have the same [®%mocratic party in- 
sisting, and clamoring, and threatening civil 
war because the Board of Oanvassers of 
South Carolina closed up its business and ad- 
journed without waiting for an order from 
the Court telling them who should be de- 
clared elected. Durellism in South Caro- 
lina was thus avoided. The Court, however, 
did not abandon its scheme. At the instiga- 
tion of the Democratic leaders it made fur- 
ther orders, one by which the returns from 
Edgefield and Laurens Counties should be 
counted for members of the Legislature, and 
the other that the Board should send all the 
papers relating to the canvass to the Court. 
It was known that the life of the Board was 
limited by law, and that, if the term of ten 
days should expire without a result being de- 
clared, then, there being no legal body 
to declare the result, the Court would as. 
sume jurisdiction and perform that duty. 
These latter orders were never served on the 
Board, and the members of which, for not 
obeying them, were arrested and imprisoned 
for contempt. A motion for their discharge 
is now pending before the United States 
District Court. 

Northern readers must look st these events 
and judge of them not by comparison with 
the laws, habits, and practices of Northern 
communities, but from the standpoint of 
things as they existin South Carolina. On 
the one hand is all the wealth and the great 
bulk of theeducation ; on the same side are 
the owners of every foot of land in the State, 
which is given up exclusively te agriculture, 
and these land-owners give all the employ- 
ment that is. to be had for labor. On the 
other hand is the great mass of the people, 
having a majority of 30,000 in the popular 
vote of the State. They are mainly, and in 
many localities exclusively, of the negro 
race. They are landless, unarmed, property- 
less, and dependent for food and home upon 
the whites who employ them. They are, 
neverthelegs, keenly alive to their political 
liberties, and all extremely devoted to the 
Republican party. Such a conflict of race 
and such a conflict between the dependent 
and the employing population does not exist 
at the North. The, business must therefore 
bé regarded as a struggle between the 
white minority and the colored majority, and 
then the desperate effort of the minority to 
seize the Government by all manner of means 
will readily be understood, and the relative 
merits of the demands by both parties will 
be more justly judged. The two counties 
excluded (for members of the Legislature) 
by the Canvassing Board have been accus- 
tomed to give four to five thousand Repub- 
ican majority, but this year the returns 
show a Democratic majority of nearly the 
same number; these facts, under the cir- 
cumstances, showing that no fair election 
had taken place there. 

We print elsewhere a clear statement of 
all the facts pertaining to the attempt of the 
Court to control the Canvassing Board and 
to steal the State for Torx. 


ELIZA PINKSTON’S CRIME.

Every in- 
stinct of civilization, every consideration of 
enlightened policy united to inspire the de- 
mand that, at once and for all time, the su- 
premacy of the law over the bulldozers be 
firmly established. Naturally the bulldozers 
of the South and their allies of the North 
who would carry a Presidential election by 
bulldozing quickly took the alarm, and made 


„dd nigger.” It was the nigger, they re- 
ported, whose bloodthisty disposition has 
been si by the extraordinary trouble 
they took to get themselves slaughtered in 
Coushatta Parish and elsewhere in Louisiana. 
It was niggers who bulldozed EIA P- 
ston, and, with every refinement of cruelty, 
murdered her husband and cut the throat of 
her little one. All things considered, that 
was probably the very best face the bull- 


dozers of Louisiana could put upon the affair ; 
but their story is one that, in slang phrase, 
wouldn’t wash, and was altogether too thin ; 
and all the circumstantial details as to the 
feud among the negroes which gave rise to 
the outrage did but seem render the tale 
more gauzy.

THE RACE ISSUE. 

We print this morning a letter from Mr. 
O. D. Tant, Clerk of the Supreme Court 
at Ottawa, in which he takes exception to 
the views advanced by Im Trrecunz as to 
the solution of the race problem in the poli- 
tics of the Southern States. We have sug- 
gested an alternative of securing a native 
white party in the Southern States that will 
protect the blacks, or waiting till a new gen- 
eration of blacks, unterrified by the recollec- 
tion of the lash and free from the supersti- 
tious fear of tormer masters, shall develop 
the manhood and courage to strike back, and 
manfully defend fheir political rights. Mr. 
Tune protests against the first plan as 
impracticable and ayainst the second as in- 


human, but he fails to suggest any other 


remedy. 

First, let us see in what respect Mr. Tarx- 
Biz agrees with Tux Imo. We are 
agreed now that the negroes, though free 
men and equal ortizens under the law, cannot 
protect themselves even in States where they 
are in the majority. We are agreed that the 
carpet-baggers, who went South after the 
War and got control of the State Govern- 
ments ring the term of reconstruction, 
have not been able to furnish the blacks suf- 
ficient protection to enable them to vote 
as they want to vote. We are agreed that 
the poor white trash” of the South, so- 
called, are powerless against the dominant 
class of former slave-owners. W are agreed 
that of the sixteen Southern S\ates there 
are only three in which the negroes 
as a race may look to tir local 
Governments for protection in the exercise 
of their political rights, and that even in 
these three they have been intimidated, 
threatened, bulldozed, thrashed, murdered, 
and driven off to an extent which renders 
further protection exceedingly doubtful. 
This is the agreed case. Justice and human- 
ity demand that the negro shall be assured 
the enjoyment of life, liberty, and the right 
of suffrage guaranteed him by the Constitu- 
tion. The question is, How is this protoo- 
tion to be secured ? 

Though Mr. Tamina does not say so 
outright, the inference from the views he 
presents and the opinion of a great many 
Republicans at the North is that the Federal 
Government should furnish the blacks the 
protection they need. But how is it to be 
done? By what authority and what process 
is the Federal Government to assert itself in 
Georgia, Mississippi, Alabama, Arkansas, or 
any other of the Southern States that have 
passed entirely and absolutely under the 
control of the Confederates ? The Governor, 
the State Legislature, the Courts, the 
Sheriffs, the local officials, are all Con- 
federates. The Constitution provides 
only that a Federal Government may inter- 
vene for police duty when invited by the 
Legislature of the State, or the Governor 
when the Legislature is not in session. But 
how is the Confederate Legislature or the 
Confederate Governor of one of these States 
to be compelled to call upon the Federal 
Government to furnish protection for the 
negroes against the Rifle-Clubs, White-Lin- 
ers, Regulators, and Bulldozers ” who have 
elected them? Nor would the assignment of 
troops about election time suffice, even if it 
could be done, since the successful intimi- 
dation of the blacks is a process extending 
through a considerable period of time prior 
to election, and any protection that would be 
adequate would not be limited toa day, a 
week, a month, or any one section, but would 
have to extend throughout the entire South 
and from year to year. The Federal Govern- 
ment could not interfere with the Ku- 
Klux acta, for in many of the States where 
the negroes are j disfranchised 
no Ku-Klurism is alleged. Take the State 
of Georgia, for instance. The Democrats 
have been in supreme control for eight 
years. There is no necessity for any more 
“*bulldozing” in that State; yet, in a popu- 
lation pretty nearly evenly balanced between 


blacks aud whites. the Confederates have a

a Sheriff, or a Constable, 

one-half the population would vote the Re- 
publican ticket if the voting were free.

We wish that Mr. Tameuz,in objecting to

We return, then, to the original alterna- 
tive of waiting till the new generation of ne- 
groes shall have developed the courage to 
protect themselves, or the formation of 3 
white party at the South upon some new 
issue. If the former be dismissed as crnel, 
then we must look to the latter as hopefully 
as possible, and the first step towards it is 
the extinction of the color-line in politics. 
The time is not far distant in some of the 
Southern States when this will be achieved. 
No party with 85,000 majority in a single 
State, like the white party in Georgia, can 
long hold together on the simple question of 
color, while there are so many ‘votes unused 
which can be made available when the color- 
line shall be sponged out. There are already 
signs of disintegration, now that it is evi- 
dent that the Republican party is completely 
snuffed out so far as that State is concerned. 
Mr. Reprretp, the well-informed corre- 
spondent of the Cincinnati C fur- 
nished a striking instance of how the negro 
vote will be brought into service sooner or 
later. In one of his letters he wrote as fol- 
lows : 

Look at Georgia. The Republican party there 
has gone to the dogs, is utterly stamped out, and 
the Democrats have about 80,000 majority, ai- 
though the white vote is not very much larger than 
the black, but the blacks have nobody to back 
them, and they are virtually disfranchised. In 
counties where there are 6,000 black voters, they 
do not cast 500 votes. What is the result? The 
Democratic party there is beginning to crack. It is 
top-heavy. It will split in two. It is splitting now. 
Each side will cultivate the negro vote, and the 
negro will have something behind him besides two 
carpet-baggers to the county. Look at the Seventh 
Georgia District, situated in the hilly section of 
the northwestern portion of the State, where the 
eolored population is not large, but still considera- 
ble. An Independent Democrat, Dr. FRrox, ran 
against the regular Democratic nominee, Dar. 
More than one-third of the Democrats in that dis- 
trict, being the old Whig element, came to the sup- 
port of FxLrox, and both sides went to cultivating 
the negro vote, and Frito was elected. Was 
there any intimidation? Not much! Any attempt 
upon the part of the whites to ride around at night 
aud terrify the negroes from voting for Fe.tron 
would have awakened a most disagreeable nest of 
hornets. The blacks had backing. It was not a 
carpet-bagger or two to the county, buta large 
clement of the white population, —an element hav- 
ing power to protect the rights of the class who iu- 
clined to vote with them. 

The above incident of the recent campaign 
is significant of what will ensue as soon as 
the native whites divide, no matter what the 
iwue may be. The colored vote will then be 
protected and sought for, as it is now in 
East Tennessee, North Carelina, Maryland, 
West Virginia, Delaware, and Kentucky in 
those regions where there are enough white 
Repulticans to give the whites a backing. 
When the domination of the whites in the 
Souther u States shall be supreme, they must 
split into parties on local and general issues, 
as they Coo at the North; and when this 
comes, tit party which is inclined to 
be conse: vative, 
to be peace-abiding,, to favor the ele- 
vation of tlw blacks, and to make them 
the more use. ul by making them better citi- 
zens, will rece ive the larger share of the ne- 
gro vote. But, then, the negroes will not 
vote solidly as a race any more than the 
whites. They also will haye diverse inter- 
ests and inclina ions, when the race issue 
will have ceased to be paramount to all oth- 
ers, Their power will be catered to by both 
parties like any otbh distinctive element in 
politics. Their votes” will be valuable, and 
for that reason the votexs will be protected, 
just as they were in the Georgia district to 
which Mr. Reprreip hu referred.

THE GAS CONTROWERSY. 
Thanksgiving Day was 1wt favorable, it 


between the city and the West Side Gas 
Company, which had been suggested by 
Judge Daummonp. The city offices were all 
closed, the Aldermen were at home enjoying 
their turkeys and mince-pies, and the counsel 
on both sides succumbed to the co mbined in- 
clemency of the weather and the rest of a 
holiday. So the arguments were resumed 
yesterday morning. But Judge Dwommonp 
was still averse to taking the matter in hand 
with a view to a summary disposition of the 
case one way or the other, and still hopeful 
that some compromise could be made be- 
tween the parties. It was, therefore, agreed 
that the case should rest twenty days, during 
which time it is to be hoped that the 
city and Gas Company may be able 
to agree upon a price, without reference to 
the present ten-years’ contract, which shall 
be based on the cost of manufacture, inter- 
est on the investment of the Gas Com- 
pany, and the reasonable profit. If they fail, 
Judge Drummonp will then have to settle the 
law in the case, the principal point in which 
is whether a Council can bind the city toa 
contract extending over a term of years. 

In his remarks yesterday suggesting an- 
other effort at compromise, Judge Daum 
mond said that he was not then prepared to 
give an opinion on certain points in the case, 
but he intimated pretty plainly that there 
were circumstances in which a contract ex- 
tending over a term of years would undoubt- 
edly be valid and binding upon the city. 
Such contracts had been made in construct- 
ing tunnels and other public works requiring 


a case where it should appear that a 
certain expenditure necessary for supplying 
the city with gas could not reasonably be as- 
sumed without an expectation that the sup- 
ply would continue more than one year, it 
would seem that a contract for more than a 
year would be valid in the absence of any 
express protibition in regard to gas con- 
tracts. It cannot be concluded from Judge 
Draummonn’s marks that he would sustain 
the validity of the contract, and enforce the 
city to take the gas at the price cofitracted 
for seven years ago, but it is evident that he 
would not bluntly set aside the contract on 
the ground that the Council had no au- 
thority to make a contract extending beyond 
the year’s appropriations. The expenditures 
and interests of the Gas Company would 
probably receive equal consideration with 
the rights and interests.of the city. If this 
would be the outcome in a judicial proced- 
ure, it is unquestiomably better that the city 
and Gas Company should settle their differ- 
ences by arbitration on bitwiness

At the election in 1874 it will be observed 
that these parishes gave a Repuhlioan ma- 
jority of 3,861. They now give a Demo- 
cratic majority of 4,417, which exceeds the 
total Democratic vote of 1874. How have 
the Democrats made this gain of nearly 
9,000 votes in two years? Was it by fair 
means? Mr. Reprreup, one of the most 
impartig} oorrespondent in the South who 
hears and writes both sides, throws some 
light upon the, processes of converting the 
Republican States in the South into Demo- 
cralic States. A Louisiana planter in one of 
these parishes, with whom he ‘conversed, 
told him he had had no trouble until the 
campaign commenced. Then the bulldozers 
rode through his plantation nightly 
and fired inte the cabins of his 
laborers. For two months before the 
election his hands had to sleep in the 
woods. All law was overthrown. Four or 
five megroes were brutally murdered in 
various parts of the parish to strike the rest 
with terror and frighten them into voting the 
Democratic ticket. He says: Right in 
the busy season the bulldozers would ride 
through his plantation throwing down 
fences, and leaving them down, looking for 
negroes whom they had driven from their 
cabins, and who would hide between the cot- 
ton rows for protection, The terrorism was 
so complete that his hands finally slept in 
the woods every night, coming out in the 
morning, working all day, and returning to 
the woods at night.” The election at his 
polling-place was a fare. It was perfectly 
quiet and peaceable, and the biacks, all the 
manhood terrified 6ut of them, mournfully 
voted the ticket they hated. Just one Re- 
publican vote was cast at his precinct, and 
tha’ by himself.” This was one form of the 
conversion. Let the following affidavit of 
horror and blood show another form: 

State of Louisiana, Parish af Ouachita: Per- 
sonally appeared before me, the undersigned, 
Evia Prnxston, who, being duly sworn, says that 
she lived at Lideville’s, in the island, end that she 
and her husband. Hzxny Prinxsron, were in bed 
at their house above, in the above parish, State of 
Louisiana, on Saturday night, Nov. 4, 1876, and 
about 3 or 4 o'clock in the morning some men 
came to my door and called Hunry Pinkston; said 
they were his Yankee friends, and wanted to take 
him to Monroe. I said, ‘‘Dr. Youne, youis no 
Yankee.” Mr. Loeax spoke next, and said. Dr. 
Youne is not in the parish, and I said, ‘‘ Yes, he 
ie; there he is jumping back.” When I saié@this 
Mr. Logan broke the door open, and they came 
into the room, Dr, Youne, Bir Pargs, and Mr. 
Logax—the reason I know him, I saw him at Mr. 
LiIpEVILLE's often—Mr. Tuxzrsoip, Fam Don- 
mam, and another Dunnax. PETER CLEVELAND, 
and there was more, but I did not know them, ex- 
cept Buck Ban. Whep they rushed in the 
house, the first thing t took place they 
grabbed Hur Pinxstox. Dr. Youne and 
Capt. Tunnnoto said. Tou vote no d—d 
Radical ticket here.

The New York Herald of the 28th contains an 
announcement of the death of the well-known 
contralto, Kats Morensi. She died in Paris a 
few days since of typhoid fever. The Herald 
mates: About sixteen years ago Mile. Monzx- 
gi made her first appearance in Italian opera at 
the Academy of Music with Mme. CoLson, and 
became in a short time one of the most popular 
gontralto artists on the lyric stage. Her voice 
was of exceptional richness and power, her act- 
ing was characterized by high intelligence and 
dramatic finish, and her beauty of appearance 
on the stage won the hegrts of all. After many 
triumphs in Italian and English opera in this 
country, she went to Europe in 1865, and there 
fulfilled in all the leading opera- 
nouses from London to St. Petersburg.“ There 
are two important errors in this statement. She 
made her first gppearance in English opera as 
Kate Duckworrd, in a troupe with CAurzILL, 
Castiz, and Mrs. Szeur, and, if we are not 
misinformed, even sang as a chorus-singer here 
long before CoLson made her appearance. The 
second error is in the date at which she left for 
Europe, as in 1865 she sang here in Italian 
opera. In 1868 she sang asthe leading star at 
the Royal Opera-House in Madrid, but of late 
years had almost disappeared from public view. 
Of all the altos in our operatic annals, she was 
the prime favorite.

Mr. J. W. Br@vows, an actor well known in 
Eastern theatrical circles, died recently. He 
wasborn in England, and when quite young 
emigrated to Australia, where he commenced 
the life of an actor and met his wife, Miss 
Jota Court, to whom he was married in 1857.

The historical paintings of Revolutionary char- 
acters lately in Faneull Hall have been removed to 
the Boston Art Museum. The most famous of 
them are the portrait of Gen. Knox, by Stuart; 
that of John Q. Adams, by Page; that of John 
Hancock, by Copley; that of Samuel Adams, by 
Copley; and Stuart's Washington, presented to the 
city in 1806. The value of the last-named is said 
te be at least $25,000, and of the others $5,000 
each. The New York Herald correspondent al- 
leges that much indignation was felt in Boston at 
the removal of the pictures, but we have failed to 
observe any indication of itin the papers of that 
city. Inasmuch as the paintings are to be replaced 
by copies, and as they are removed from a danger- 
ous and exposed position to a fire-proof building, 
it is difficalt to see why any one who understands 
the circumstances should be indignant in view of 
them. 


Gounod, the musical composer, has a lady friend 
who is causing him a deal of trouble. The facts 
are briefly recapitulated in the Paris eorrespond- 
ence of the New York Herald thus: Gounod 
sold to Lemoinne, the well-known music editor of 
Paris, the music of his new opera, ‘ Polyeucte,’ 
for the sum of 100,000f, and received 20,000f in 
advance before the music was finished. Mrs. 
Weldon, the quondam friend of the composer, 
finding that the work is completed and ready for 
performance, now comes forward and asserts that 
Gounod made hera present of the score, with all 
its rights, and that she is jn a position to prove it. 
This being the case, she maintains that Gounod 
has no right to sell or even publish it. Gounod is 
urging Lemoinne to commence a suit against Mrs. 
Weldon; but the publisher declines, and the com- 
poser is consequently placed ipa position of great 
embarrassment."’

In translating Taine’s * Englieh Literature,” 
Mr. Van Laun had a most profitable training in 
the methods of writing a philosophical history 
of the intellectual progress of a peuple. He 
ead one of the finest examples ever produced 
ander his observation, and, in the minute study 
te was compelled to make of it, there was 
abundant opportunity to note the merits and 
defects in its plan and execution, which were to 
be avoided or imitated in.the preparation of a 
similar work. It would indeed be a man of 
extraordinary parts who could improve upon the 
history of M. Taine; who could bring to the 
task an imagination of equal brilliancy and dar- 
ing, a penetration as quick and keen, a faculty 
for conducting the processes of reasoning with 
the same logical clearness and cogency, a flow of 
language as fervent and persuasive; and, with 
these, amore correct conception of the end to 


be attai and a truer understanding of the 
materials ught into reausition. Where 
there might in some te be an advantage 


gained over the inimitable model, there would 


very y be in certain others a loss that 
must be seriously felt. 
Doubtless Mr. Van Laun has not to 


himself to rival the great master with whose 
he has made so intimate an acquaintance, 
inattempting tedofor French literature what 
M. Taine has done for the English, and in the 
fact of the previous association of his name as 
translator with that of M. Taine as author, a 
comparison between the two historics is very 
naturally suggested. It would be upfair to Mr, 
Van Laun to pursue the parallel to any length, 
at least at the present date, as only the first vol- 
ume of bis book is yet concluded, and its scope, 
as thus far indicated, is of much less magnitude 
than in the work of the French critic. 
There is need of a good treatise inthe En- 
tongue on the literature of France. There 
been published a translation, or rather an 
ulaptation, of the excellent work of M. Demo- 
eat; but, aside from this, we do not know of 
a good hand-book on the subject that is accessi- 
ble to the Enclish reader. For this reason the 
. work of Mr. Van Laun is une, and will be 
wppreciated. Its author has a just idea of the 
-grovinee of a history of literature. He rightly 
omprehends that it must not be limited to a 
unt ot authors and a review of their writings, 
jut should take into consideration the circum- 
tances of the times in which they had their 
wing. A knowledge of the literature of a na- 
don includes a knowledge of the origin and evo- 
tution of the race, of the influences exerted up- 
mit by climate and external nature, and by 
solitical, religious, and social changes. A book 
„ the product of its era; and, to understand it, 
the history of the era is essential. 
Mr. Van Laun has a full realization of this 
truth, and, before entering upon an examina- 
tion of their Iiterature, makes a study of the 


conditions which haye given rise and ion 
to the characteristics of the French people. 
Amid what surroundings has the esprit Gaulois 
been molded? is the fundamental ing he in- 
stitutes. Its features are sharply defined: 
satire, trenchant good-natured ; skill in rep- 


artee, fertility logic, finesse of expression, 
aud great rhetorica] powers, are among the most 
prominent. As a nation, the French are“ irrev- 
erent, skeptical, rash in theory, fiery and impa- 
tient rather than persistent in action, easily sus- 
ceptible of emotion, overflowing with avimal 
spirits, self-indulgent, not incapable of but dis- 
inclined to long endurance, 2 rather 
by fitful enthusiasm than by painful adherence 
to duty, restraint, and obedience. Their reason-

A race like this, versatile, brilliant, adroit, 
impassioned, changeful, and uncertain, awakens 
the liveliest curiosity, and its intellectual ex- 

rience is of necessity replete with instruction. 

‘hile it has received successive and lasting im- 
pressions from the races who in the early ages 
invaded and subjected its territory, it has pow- 
erlully affected in late times the thought and 
conduct of contemporary nations. Its * iiterary 
— remain to this day among the most 
notable landmarks of universal literature. II 
We set on ove side the master-minds of En- 
gland, it is to France that we must look for the 
great lights of modern days, the great pioneers 
of modern thought, the great leaders of modern 
intelligence. From France come the poets 
whose burning words inflamed the dull 
hearts of the Middle Ages, the dramatists who 
reared the classical stage of the seventeenth 
century, the mathematicians who opened up to 
our gaze the marvelous simplicities of astro- 
homical trutha, the logicians and metaphysicians 
who taught the solid mind to revolve in the 
bit of rational faith, the historians who first 
educed the chaos of tradition to a science, and 
émulated, with hereditary genius, the simplicity 
and concision of Livy and Tacitus. To her,

THE PILOT-FISH. 
In almost all tropical and temperate seas 


— 


there is often seen, following in the wake of 
vessels, a small, handsomely- colored, gracefully- 
shaped fish, which is popalarly named the Pilot, 
or Pilot-Fish. It belongs to the genus au- 


crates, and, according to Gill, V. ductor ig the 


only species distinguishable with certainty. It 
rarely attains more than a foot in length, and 
in the early stages of growth is marked with 
seven cross-bands of black. Its flesh is very 
delicate, in flavor resembling the mackerel. It 
is said that the fish has been often known to 
follow a vessel from Alexandria, in Egypt; to 
ports in Great Britain. 


It derives its common name from the fact of 


its frequent association with the shark, which it 
has been supposed to guide in search of prey. 
It probably seeks the company of the larg er and 
more voracious fish in order to feed on the 
waste morselg dropped by the shark in its 


bounteous meals, while its object in hovering 
near vessels is to obtain the eatable refuse that 
is thrown overboard, Dr. Bennett remarks of its 


habits: I have observed that, if several sharks 


swim together, the pilot-fishes are generally ab- 
sent; whereas, on a solitary shark being seen, 
it is equally rare to find it unaccompanied by 
one or more of these reputed guides. 
The only method by which I co procure this 
fish was, that, when capturing a shark, I was 
aware these faithful little fishes would not for- 
sake him until he was taken on board; there- 
fore, by keeping the shark, when hooked, in the 
water until he was exhausted, or, as the sailors 
term it, ‘drowned,’ the pilot-fish kept close to 
the surface of the water over the shark, and, by 
the aid of a dipping-net fixed to the end of a

GERMAN COOKING. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Carcaco, Nov. 28.—“ Mrs. M. E. M.,“ Evans- 
ton, asks the Hamburg Kitchen for a recipe 
to relieve her husband of periodical sighing-spelis 
over his sour roast. The Hamburg Kitchen” 
easily removes indispositions of that kind; in 
fact, it will, if once thoroughly comprehended, 
and consequently appreciated, by our fair and 
energetic Angle-American cousins, not alone 
work a physical, but also intellectual and moral, 
revolution. The latter seems far-fetched, and 

still, although it isan open secret among the 
people that the rousing success of the anxious- 
seat at meetings now in vogue is largely at- 
tributable to the short funds of the é6ccupants 
and to the hard times generally, a considerable 
share of the cause of the epidemic is clearly 
traceable to the kitchen. But, to return to the 
case of Mrs. M.’s” “ poorer half,“ the pre- 
sciiption will read as follows: Boil good, mealy 
potatoes, not too soft, in their “ jacket;’’ peel 
and grate them when cold, which can best 
be done twelve hours after their cooking. Mix 
one and a-half pounds of such grated potatoes 
with six ounces of fine flour. Take four ounces 
of wheat bread, cut into rather small dice, fry 
them yellowish brown in sufficient butter or 
pork; let them cool off a little; pour them 
over the potatoes; add four beaten s as well 
as salt and mix the whole well. From this 
dough form with flour-powdered hands, nice 
large dumplings, and boil them in salt water 
till done, waich will nee according to the 
size of the potato dumplings (kartoffel kloesse) 
from ten to fifteen mmutes. Reduce and 
cheapen this recipe to suit your wants.

For 
crust, take a little baking powder and more 
butter than for pie-crust—no lard; add a little 
sugar and cinnamon, and use milk; make no 
upper crust, but spread beaten egg on the sur- 
face, Bake until brown. 

And now, while I am in the humor, I will 
send you a recipe for Dutch cookies, which I can 
recommend to every Yankee wife, and which are 
as good when a week old as the day they are 
baked; one-half pound pulverizel sugar; one- 
half pound butter, worked until a cream; add 
six eggs, the yoiks first, and the whites beaten 
to a froth; then enough flour, ioto which put 
three r of daking- powder, to make a 
dough which you can roll thin; then cut with a 
biscuit-cutter. Beat one egg, and spread some 
ou each cookie; then strew sugar, cinnamon, 
and sliced almonds over them. The almonds 
must be previously scalded. I should like to 
hear if any of the ladies lixe them.

The failure of the Continental Life- 
Insurance Com pany of New York has turned atten- 
tion to the decline in the value of the real-estate 
securities held by the New York life-insurance com - 
panies. They have 8121. 311. 729 of policyholders’ 
moncy invested in real-estate loan’ and $13, 998, 282 
in fee simple. The average decline in the value of 
real estate has been fully 25 per cent, but these 
companies make no allowance for this in their an- 
nual statements of assets. Tue tire-imeurance 
companies nave $11,043,376 in real-estate loans, 
and $1, 494, 281 in fee simple; the marine compa- 
nies, all together, only $155, 150 and $380, 000, re- 
spectively; and the trust companies. $5,853,074, 
and $944,506. The grand total is §138,362,229 in 
real-estate loans, and $16,817,158 fn fee simple. 
The New York Herald estimates that, at ruling 
prices for real estate, the companies have sustain- 
ed a loss of $41,000,000 on the above valuations. 
A subtraction of that amount from the surplus as- 
sete would reduce them fearfully. It is pro- 
posed that the New York Superintendent of Insur- 
ance investigate how many foreelosures have been 
made by that Company; what losses were suffered, 
in principa) and interest; how much real estate 
has been bought in by the Companies, and what it 
is actually worth.

LARGE SALE OF WHEAT AT SAN FRANCISCO. 

The San Francisco Call, of recent date, mentions 
a sale of 18,000 tons wheat, equal to 360, 000 cen 
tals, which is probably the largest single transac- 
tion ever made in California. The purchaser 
takes the wheat on the spot, and pays $1.65 de- 
livered at Princeton Landing, on the Sacramento 
River. At present the rate of freight is over $3. 00 
per ton, but as soon as the river raises 
it can probably be delivered at a cost 
of $8.00, which brings up the price alonside 
ship to $1.80, The amount of money involved 
in the transaction, at that rate, is $648,000. The 
party that made this sale is one of the largest 
wheat raisers in the State, and bas @ ranch of sev- 
eral thousand acres, cultivated by himself and 
tenants. His previous sales this season amount to 
at least 2,000 tons, so that his crop alone will load 
from twelve to fifteen large-sized ships. Such 
crops,” says the Call, will probably astonish 
farmers in the Atlantic States and Europe, but 
Californians are noted for doing things on a 
large scale. The fact that 61.80 per 100, Ibs has 
been paid for this quantity of wheat indicates con- 
siderable faith ina strong market for the remainder 
of the year, but does not prove that every farmer's 
crop is worth that figure, regardless of quantity 
and quality.”
